OF FREE CREEDS 


Chance for Animosity Between Jew 


and Gentile Is Nearly 


Vanished. 


Portland, Ore., May 22.—President 


noosevelt. In his address at Salem, 
made a pointed reference to tho recent 
Jewish massacre nt 
Klchlneff, 
al 


though he did not refer directly to 
Russia, to its government, or to tho 
bitterness of the racial 
hatred 
be- 


tween Russian and Jew In that coun- 
try. 
The president congratulated his 


audience that the United Status was 
free from the curse of rcllgous hatred 
and persecution. He said: 


"Fundamentally, In this country wo 


are free from the dreadful curso of 
religious hatred and persecution which 
lias worked so much evil in times 
past in the world at large. Wo real- 
ize that a corner stone In the build- 
Ing of this government must be not 
merely religious toleration before the 
law but n genuine religious toleration 
among ourselves. 


America Thrice Blessed. 


"We In America arc to be hold 


thrice blessed that the chance for 
animosity between Jew and Gentile, 
or between Christian sects, has be- 
come infinitesimal to tho vanishing 
point. 


"Once more, not only must there bo 


no line of demarcation among our 
people on grounds of creed or grounds 
of sect, but there must bo no lino of 
demarcation drawn among them on 
grounds of class or occupation. 


"There'is but one rule to follow In 


public life, as in private life, and that 
Is the old, old rule of treating your 
neighbor as you would like your neigh- 
bor to treat you; the old rule of de- 
cency, of honesty, of square dealing an 
between man and man. Just so long 


our people keep character, so long 


as they have tho fundamental virtues 
I of decency, of courage, of common 
• sense, just so long wo may rest as- 
loured that this country will go onward 
land upward until It occupies a place 
lamong the nations of mankind such 
las has never before been known since 
Ithe day* when history was first writ- 
|ten."

CIHcers of the vessel finally took 


control of the child, taking her prac- 
tically out of Mrs. Miller's 
hands. 


Twlco during the voyage from Hong- 
Kong tho girl Marie tried to kill her 
mother, once attempting to strangle 
her, and another tlmo trying to stab 
her with scissors. Officers of the ship 
say they would have had very little 
trouble with tho girl if she had been 
entirely !>. their hands.

SEVERE CRITICISM BY PAYNE 


Postmaster General Does not Charge 


Criminal Intent, but Declares the 
Administration of the Bureau to 
Have Been Poorly Conducted. 


Washington, May 22.—Postmaatei 


General Payne announces that the 
deficit In the free delivery branch of 
the imstfjlfico department, of which A. 
\V. Maehen Is the superintendent, now 
aggregates $227,SO». of which 1105,700 
Is In the regular frve delivery branch 
and $121.600 la the rural free delivery 
service. The postmaster general, while 
Imputing no criminal motive to Mr. 
Machen, for the first time publicly 
criticized that official for his "loose 
administration." Mr. Payne said: 


Criticizes Machen. 


"It IH very reprehensible for a bu 


rean officer to have a deficit uf $227. 
300 rolled up on the 1st of May. It 
was bad, very bad administration. A 
bureau officer should not Incur a de- 
ficit without consulting" his superior 
olllcer, the postmaster general. I can- 
not stand for that Kind of adinlnlstra- 
tlon, and I do not approve of It. An 
official must bu hold to u more strict 
accounting. 
I do not Bay there was 


anything criminal or anything wrong 
In Mr. Mnchen's nation, but It waa 
certainly loose administration, and ho 
should have had his business more In 
hand. 
I believe, however, that con- 


gress will quickly vole the money to 
cover tho ileilclency." 


May Ask Explanation. 


Mr. Payne said that the matter 


would be looked Into and a communi- 
cation might be 
sent later to Mr. 


Maclien asking for an explanation of 
the condition of affairs. 


Continuing, Mr. Payne said: 
"This In not the first time that a de- 


Ilctency ban occurred In the tree de- 
Ivory service, but I regrot Its exist- 
ence. At the opening of the last con- 
gress Mr. Machen pointed out that, 
without additional appropriations, no 
nore routes could be Installed beyond 
those ready t lie Installed .Ian. 1. He 
aid, however, If congress appropriat- 
ed $.100,000 for thu purpose the work 
could be continued during the rest ot 
ho fiscal year. 
This appropriation 


ivas promptly made, but It was ex- 
musted. 


Deficit Crows. 


"Despite this fact the office (the 


ree delivery office) was going on In- 
crcablng thu deficiency, and If we had 
lot taken steps to curtail the expend!- 
tires and suspend thu establishment 
of routes until tho beginning of the 
next fiscal year, the deficit would have 
been much larger. U was not good ad- 
ministration." 


Early Estimates Too Small. 


The postmaster general said that 


lart of the deficiency was discovered 
before Mr. Muchen was given his leave 
of absence. 


"He reported a part of It himself," 


Mr. Payne added. "First 
Assistant 


'ostmaster General Wynno recently 
reported to mo that a 
$20,000 
de- 


ficiency existed In the rural service 
and Mr. Wynne and I a_grced that by 
economical measures tho department 
might'eliminate that. 
I suppose that 


was tho amount reported 
to Mr. 


.Vynne."' 


Machen's Defense. 


Superintendent Machen, when 
told 


of the postmaster general's criticism 
.bout the free delivery deficit, said 
here had been no Intention on his 
part to deceive his departmental stipe- 
tors. Ho said: 
"I forwarded to Mr. Wynne at the 


close of April a statement of tho do- 
Iclt then existing. Those figures were 
on routes already established. Tho tig- 
ires for routes to be established May 


and May 15, and Juno 1, and June IE 


tad not been then put on tho books 
»y the bookkeeper. Therefore, tho de- 
ficit of $20,000 was not a mlsrcpre- 
cntation of the actual condition of 
he appropriation at that time. The 
pressure for more rural routes was 
•cry strong, and I yielded to it be- 
•ond what tho appropriation 
really 


>rovlded."
